An important Decision 

(An Editorial) 

The Board of Directors of GCS last week made an important 
decision which the members of the Cooperative should examine 
carefully. Their executive committee issued a carefully worded 
statement (see page 3) to soften their refusal to make the mana¬ 
gers’ reports available to the press. But the statement, and the) 
Board, are only begging the question! The issues here are bigger^ 
than the mere refusal to make these reports available to the press^ 
Let us consider the issues. , 

When the Cooperator requested these reports it had in mind 
1.) the extreme difficulty involved in reporting meetings at which 
the discussions revolved upon material included in these reports. 
Even the Board members, on occasion, have found it impossible to> 
carry on an intelligent discussion without first reading the reports. 
Indeed, discussions have sometimes been postponed till the following 
meeting so that they could go home and study the reports. 2.) Thef 
many requests and complaints which the Cooperator has received 
from members of GCS (including Board members themselves) about 
the incomplete reporting of meetings. Our reports, they say, are 
factually incorrect, incomplete, quote out of context, and give an 
entirely false picture to the public of what goes on at Board meet 
ings. 

In a genuine effort to clear up these misunderstandings and 
to enable us to more accurately report these meetings, we request¬ 
ed these reports for use as background material. In making this 
request we recognized that our coverage was indeed inadequate, 
and we took what appeared to be the most logical action to correct 
this situation. We went to the Board itself with our problem. 

Now it would seem, inasmuch as the Board members themn 
selves have been loudest in their criticism of the Cooperator’s 
reports, that they would be the first to want to correct what to them 
must be a sad situation. Certainly, they have the most to gain, 
and, conversely, the most to lose. 

Their reaction, therefore, was unexpected and surprising. 
They completely rejected this opportunity to improve their po¬ 
sition with the membership and retreated behind the statement pre¬ 
pared by their executive committee. While prclaiming that Coop¬ 
erator reporting was incomplete, prejudiced, and distorted, they] 
passed up a concrete plan to substantially correct or improve that 
reporting. 

Their action in this respect, we feel, is indicative of their at- 
-tituds- toward the.>membership. That attitud e, we submit, repre- 
sents a fundamental failure on their parts to recognize their pri¬ 
mary responibility to the membership—to keep the membership in¬ 
formed! Press releases and personal interviews are welcome ad¬ 
ditional sources of information, but they are not substitutes for 
a sound information program. Likewise, the fact that Board' 
meetings are open to the membership does not constitute freQ 
accessibility to information, nor does it relieve the Board of its 
responsibility to actively provide the membership with information. 
For the Board to demonstrate such resistance and such resentment 
when the membership takes more than a passing interest in their 
activities is astounding. They should welcome it. Indeed, they 
should encourage it. By very definition, this cooperative is oui^ 
business; and in a business which is mutually owned, there should 
be a maximum of circulation of information ^d a minimum of 
secrecy. The day following the Board meeting. Manager Sam, 
Ashelman arranged to make available to the Cooperator summaries 
of the minutes of these meetings for use as background materi^ 
in writing our reports. We believe that he recognized the Boards; 
action as a failure to meet its responsibility. We believe that hei 
made a sincere attempt in the right direction, and we welcome hisf 
offer in that spirit. But, we maintain, although a summary of the 
minutes may indicate what concrete action was taken at a meeting, 
it does not provide the basic information which appears in the; 
managers’ reports and which is so necessary to a genuine under¬ 
standing of the problems under discussion. 

We submit that .it is only through understanding and discus- 
Sion of our business and our problems can we achieve the truC 
meaning of a cooperative. To that end, we respectfully remind the 
board that their first duty is to keep the membership informed 
through every available means. This, we believe, will stimulate) 
interest and thereby result in greater membership participations 
After all, isn’t this our common objective?

GCS Reports $74,000 Net For ‘50; 
Plans 2.1% Refund On Purchases 

This year the patronage refund of Greenbelt Consumer Serv¬ 
ices will be 2.1 percent, it was announced at last Friday’s Board of 
Directors’ meeting. Over $33,000 will be paid to consumer-owners. 
Net savings of $74,000 were higher by $6,000 than the previous 
year.

The board emphasized that the 
purpose of the Credit Union is to 
serve the interests and needs of 
the residents of Greenbelt.

Youngsters Boost 
Polio Campaign 

The “Knicknames” is the first 
organization in the community to 
contribute to the campaign. 

The “Knicknames” club, a group 
of youngsters residing near the 11 
court of Ridge, has contributed 
$2.13 to the local March of Dimes 
campaign last week. They pre¬ 
sented the sum to Officer A1 Nuzzo 
of the police department. The 
money represents the donations of 
Dennis White, Jackie Taylor, Deb¬ 
bie Webster, Shirley Reed, Judy 
Brennan, Barbara Attick, Fran 
Lastner, Gary Brown, Susan Hoff¬ 
man, Kay Branch and Dale White. 

The club members, all between 
the ages of 9 and 11, attend the 
Center school and meet weekly at 
members’ homes. Dale White, 
spokesman for the group, stated 
that the members contribute money 
to the organization which turns ac¬ 
cumulated funds over to worth¬ 
while causes. “We want to help 
crippled children and think the 
March of Dimes campaign is doing 
a lot to fight polio,” Dale said. ‘We 
are starting to save some more and 
will .soon make another contribu¬ 
tion,” he added. 

The March of Dimes Campaign 
in Greenbelt is headed by Post¬ 
master Thomas Freeman. The 
post-office has set up boxes in va¬ 
rious places throughout the busi¬ 
ness area for the convenience of 
those wishing to contribute to the 
campaign.

General Manager Ashelman re¬ 
ported that an opportunity has 
been suggested to lease additional 
space in the New Hampshire Ave. 
site for a combined drug store, va¬ 
riety store and tobacco store, and 
should be considered now, especial¬ 
ly in view of the recent freeze on 
new construction. The board di¬ 
rected the general manager to in¬ 
vestigate further the possibility of 
further expansion. 

In answer to the Cooperator’s re¬ 
quest at a previous meeting that 
the General Manager’s report be 
made available to the paper, the 
executive committee prepared a 
statement that the committee “rec¬ 
ommends that the management be 
directed to intensify implementa¬ 
tion to cooperate with the local 
press, by means of regular press re¬ 
leases and by interviews in person 
and by telephone”. 

It was the reporter’s contention 
that some matters that were in the 
General Manager’s report were 
often not discussed at the Board 
meetings, and yet should be avail¬ 
able to the membership. It was 
the expression of a Board member 
that subjects of a confidential na¬ 
ture were often included in the 
manager’s report. 

Harry Zubkoff, Cooperator editor, 
felt that the “paper, e.s sl- GCS 
stockholder and its staff as GCS 
members could be depended upon 
not to violate a breach of confi¬ 
dence or trust”. He went on with 
“GCS should welcome every oppor¬ 
tunity to get news into the paper 
rather than hold it back” in light 
of their poor public relations job 
in the past. The recommendation 
of the executive committee was not 
put to a vote. 

Since bids received for the im¬ 
provement of the drugstore foun¬ 
tain have exceeded the sum of 
$6500 as set up by the Board, man¬ 
agement is attempting to revise 
the plans and scale down the costs. 
It is hoped that the fountain area 
will be remodeled in 6 weeks to two 
months time. 

Treasurer Henry Walter recom¬ 
mended that a proposal be submit¬ 
ted to the membership at the an¬ 
nual membership meeting to reduce 
the amount of saving allocated to 
reserves from 20 percent to 10 per¬ 
cent solely on the basis that a need 
for the higher rate no longer exists. 
He also proposed an amendment 
which would permit the Board to 
determine whether reserve funds 
should go into the permanent or 
general surplus reserve. 

When' the 20 percent rate was 
adopted several years ago, the 
Board was faced with uncertain 
business trends, inadequate re- 
.serves, the necessity of devaluat¬ 
ing Eastern Cooperatives stock in¬ 
vestment, and were going into a 
period of extensive and untried e.x- 
pansion. “All of these conditions 
have been removed”, he said, add¬ 
ing that he thought it wise “that 
the rate of savings set aside for re- 
.serves be reduced”. 

In further consideration of an in¬ 
centive plan, it was proposed by 
Mrs. Carnie Harper that the Board 
“approve in principle an incentive 
payment plari for employees and 
for the committee to work out the 
details of the plan”, Mrs. Eleanor 
Ritchie asked whether “this Board 
will have the power to revise, or 
reject the committee’s plan”. She 
was answered “yes”, and the mo¬ 
tion w.as passed.

Can You Use An Extra $60 
You can save $60 to $150 on your 
milk bill, giving the same amount 
of milk to your family. 

Make fluid milk from dry skim 
milk and use as you use milk you 
get from the milkman or the store. 

I can just see the ex-servicemen 
rejecting this proposition. Wait a 
minute, bud—we aren't talking 
about the same thing. The skim 
Triilk you drank in the service was 
made b 3 ' the roller process. These 
days such milk is considered suit¬ 
able only for chickens and live¬ 
stock. Since World War II there 
has come into prominence a new 
method for drying .skim milk—a 
method which gives a better tasting 
product. Also remember, those 
army or navy cooks weren’t toe 
careful about the proportions. Yon 
can get a fine tasting beverage if 
you mix it right. 

Whole milk is composed of 2 
main parts. 

1. skim milk 

2. butterfat

Nutritionally skim milk Is by far 
the most important. It has loads 
of calcium, phosphorus, protein, ri¬ 
boflavin, thiamin and niacin. But¬ 
terfat has Vitamin A and fat. It 
is relatively easy for Americans to 
get the equivalent of butterfat. One 
pound of margarine is the equiva¬ 
lent of the butterfat in about 10 
quarts of whole milk. In addition, 
an 3 ' fat when combined with most 
vegetables goes a long waj*^ to sup¬ 
ply the Vitamin A-Fat combination. 
(A pound of carrots has the Vita¬ 
min A content of about 32 quarts 
of whole fluid milk). 

In figuring the cost we shall as¬ 
sume that a family wishes to make 
up the butterfat that would normal¬ 
ly be in the milk they drink by 
using an equivalent amount of 
margarine (extra margarine in ce¬ 
real, bread, and cooked foods). 

The table below compares the 
cost per quart of the nutritional 
equivalent of whole milk from va¬ 
rious sources.

G.C.S, - Cooperator Relations 

It has long been the policy of G.C.S. to cooperate with the 
local press, and the committee recommends that the management 
be directed to intensify its implementation of this policy by meansi 
of regular press releases and by interviews in person and by tele^ 
phone. 

However, the committee does not approve granting the re¬ 
quest to send to the Cooperator the reports of the general manager 
to the Board. We call the Board’s attention to the following con¬ 
siderations : 

1. We believe the management should feel free at all times^ 
to include in reports to the Board any pending consideration or* 
confidential matters in addition to factual data without concern 
as to their public release. This free channel of communication we 
believe to be essential to an informed Board and a well-integrated 
Board-management relationship. 

2. The local press is well served through attendance at and 
participation in Board meetings and free access to all but confi¬ 
dential material after the Board meetings. 

3. The membership’s interests are protected by the mailing 
of the general manager’s report to the auditing committee prior 
to the Board meeting.
